Planning a study course for 
adults should be a joint effort of 
teachers and students. Together 
they must discover the deep, per- 
sistent questions about life that 
adults are asking, such as: What 
gives meaning to my life? What is 
my destiny and that of the world 
in which I live? What can I be- 
lieve about God? Can Christ help 
persons change? How does a 
Christian cope with group pres- 
sures in the community? What is 
the church’s mission in our world? 

Christians need to consider 
these questions in the light of the 
gospel, the teachings of the proph- 
ets and other portions of Scrip- 
ture, and insights gained from 
other sources. 

Planbook for Adults is an in- 
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valuable aid for adult groups in 
their search for guidance and re- 
sources as they attempt to dis- 
cover answers to their questions. 

The section “How a Group Can 
Select Its Curriculum” suggests 
methods that can be used in 
choosing the areas for study for 
the coming quarter(s). To aid in 
this part of the process in group 
planning, all the courses offered 
in Methodist adult curriculum are 
listed by areas and quarters. 

“Methodist Curriculum for 
Adults” gives information on the 
various types of studies provided 
and also indicates the nature of 
the publications in which these 
appear. This section also de- 
scribes steps in the process of 
planning and producing this cur- 
riculum. 

In the next section, “Study 
Courses in the Periodicals,” de- 
scriptions of dated study units 
are given. These include Adult 


Fellowship Series, Adult Bible 
Course, Advanced Studies, Study 
Materials for Parents, and Inter- 
national Lesson Series. 

Under the heading, “Aditional 
Approved Materials,” appear de- 
scriptions of the Basic Christian 
Books, volumes in the Faith for 
Life Series, and units reprinted 
from the periodicals. This section 
also describes approved books se- 
lected from various sources. These 
materials are classified according 
to area of subject and level of 
difficulty. 

In the “Adult Leaders” section 
brief treatments are given of 
teaching methods, the adult coun- 
cil, and resources for leaders. In 
addition, resources are suggested 
for the church’s ministry to Older 
Youth/Young Adults.

September Hymn of the Month 


Ye Servants of God 
The Methodist Hymnal, No. 169 


This hymn was written “to be sung in a tumult.” The “tumult” 
that engendered it was caused by the dynastic quarrels in which 
England was involved in the seventeen-forties and by the absurd 
and slanderous accusation that the Wesleys and their followers 
were ringleaders in the attempt to overthrow the Crown. 

In order to unify and strengthen their people in these trying 
years, the Wesleys published in 1744-45 some forty new hymns 
under the title Hymns for Times of Trouble and Persecution. Four 
of these hymns were designated as “Hymns to Be Sung in a 


Tumult.”

The best hymn in the entire collection is “Ye Servants 


In this hymn Charles Wesley put his strong faith into words. 
Our times too are in tumult. If we can remember to sing such 
hymns as this, we too may survive them. 


The tune “Hanover,” 


once ascribed to Handel, now to William 


Croft, is a fine example of the English psalm tune as contrasted 
with the Genevan. Note the bright triple measure, the quickened 
rhythmical thrust, the air of excitement.
